2. Claims 1 - 1 1 are allowed over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is concerned with transmitting and receiving data between 
radio stations in a multipoint TDMA digital wireless networks in a star configuration. The 
unique method steps include " providing a renewal packet upon request for renewal of 
temporary identifier to remote stations for a predetermined number of dwell periods and 
granting the request to extend the use of temporary identified (claims 1 and 4). The 
closest prior art of record, Reichman et al. (U.S. 6,535,716) disclose a monitoring and 
control system for satellite communication networks controlling data packets to and from 
remote terminal. However, Reichman et al. fail to disclose the above underlined unique 
method steps and render the claimed invention allowable.
